1880. In the early part of last year 
be was elected to succeed Alien Q.

November, 1880 he was elected presi- 
dent of tbe United States, was in- 
augurated March 4th of the present 
year, and basely assassinated July

JAMES ABRAHAM GARFIELD was born 


in Cuyahoga County, Ohio, about 
fifteen mile* from Cleveland, Nov. 
19 1831; was asaaBBinnted Jnly 4 
1881; died Sept. 1'J, 1881, aged 49 
years and 10 months. He was the 
youngest of four children. Hw fath- 
er died in 1833, leaving the family de- 
pendent on a small farm, and the 
energies of tbe mother. LikeCorwin, 
Ewing, Clay, Douglas, and Lincoln, 
Gartield's early days were days of 
poverty. His boyhood was spent be 
tween farm work in summer time 
and the carpenter's bench in winter. 
Leaving the farm he hired out as a 
driver on the tow-path of a canal. 
Driven from the canal by sickness, 
he returned to his mither's home, 
Up to this time be seems to have cared 
but little for mental improvement; 
and to have cherished but little am 
bition for anything beyond a sailors 
life 
In the providence of God he 


became acquainted with a young man, 
Samuel Bates. Young Bates had 
been a student in tteanga Senunary; 
under his influence Oarftekl reBolved 
to turn aside from a sailor's life, and 
attend the seminary. 
That resola 


tion made astudent,a teacher, a major 
general, a stBtesman.and a President. 
S Oarneld was poor; but by work 
morning and evening at the bench,by 
teaching school in winter, and by 
chopping cord wood, he managed to 
pay his way through the academy, 
and managed to save some money to- 
wards going to college. FromOeau- 
gaSwrunarV he went to Wdhaioi 
College. Before doing thw he made 
a p^fession of Christianity, and 
united with a Christian church. At 
WilliamB College he was admitted 
to the class of tie junior year.

awkward habito,nnconih phrase*, and 
shabby clothes, made him the snb- 
taBtof many a bitter jest, and un- 
feeling joke. Bnt be bow bravely

Such is a meagre outline of tbe life of 


the man the 
nation mourns. 
Who 


miiurns? Over tbe face of the earth, all 
who have any claim lo wisdom and integ- 
rity, mourn. His death is mourned hy 
the great mass of the people who were 
taught to look up tu him as a leader who 
was universally respected a ad honored 
for his simplicity and honesty, lie in 
mourned by the.wife and mother, and by 
the good of every land. "What killed 
President Qarfield?" It is not a question 
as lo who killed him. 
What killed him? 


Tbe manner of bis death and the Instru- 
ment used are of no special moment.— 
What was Ihe primal principle* The 
speaker bad no apologies for ibe asaasuo 
Uuitettu—no palliation whatever (or his 
terrible offence, lie is guilty—irreparably 
guilty—and Ibe nation will fail in its duly 
if it does not make his punishment terri- 
ble—a fearful warning to all assikseiiiB.— 
Quileau does not bear guilt alone. His 
awful crime was the outgrowth of the 
evil influence! of those around him. 
His 


offence was the outcropping of tbe spirit 
of licentiousness, iondelity, blasphemy, 
and unbelief in God. 
We have 
been 


recreant as a nation. 
We have allowed 


bill'principles lu vegetate and spread.— 
Young men are saturated wilb disrespect 
for God. His word is mocked and laugh- 
ed at. We have allowed these things to 
spread onrebuked, and have not driven 
ibe in buck as we should have done. Oar 
field's death was caused by these evi 
influences. 
The coward who tired Ihe 


fatal shot was not Insane, and tbe deed 
was not actuated by a personal longing 
for office and power and money—it was 
tbe outgrowth of such principles as bathed 
lh« streets of Paris in blood. Those prin- 
ciples must be crushed at once and for- 
ever. 


In-the death of uur Chief Magistrate ] 


the question comes to us, What made 
him? He was not a creature ot circum- 
stances. 
His life is a great lesjon lo tbe 


young men of this land. His enviable 
life was the product of his own self—not 
Ihe product of wealth; he had none; nor 
of Ihe influence of friends, nnr of no sud- 
den freak in fortune. His life was Ihe 
development of bis inward self. There 
is no strange Uliamauic power that made 
the uieu of ibe past neat. The minds of 
the yiiuog nvn wanderj back lo E*ing 
and Corwio »o i Lincoln and Douglas and 
airfield. They were all poor men, and 
Ibey were laborers. They bad obstacles 
to overcome, and yet they became great. 
Garfleld was a lino of item convictions— 
deep, slero, resolute, b inest in heart, m- 
doniituble in purpose, a mnn. 


Compared to L mis Napoleon.of France, 


Giirfleld was his equal in menial power 
and bravery. Girrield will live through 
tbe ages; Napoleon was a 11110. of policy— 
Garneld a man of principle. Mapolean'a 
course was expediency; GarfielJ'a right; 
Napoleon was either destitute of moral 
principle or was easily overcome; Garfleld 
was a man of Irue principle, deeply in- 
wrought, just. Here tbe speaker In re- 
ferring lo Garfield's honealy, quoted from 
bis speech made in tbe Ohm senate in 


1880, 
when be said-.

fathers expressed their f aitb in God and 
Revelations. We have had tbe Christian 
statesman and patriot in Garfield, and we 
love to bonor him. In'63 tbe speaker 
bad tbe bonor of carrying, many messages 
on the battle fields for Garfleld, and he 
knew him personally and Intimately. He 
was always a Christian man. The pat- 
riots of tbe early days were Christian 
men. John Hancock said let us play the 
man for our country and our God. Ue 
appointed a day of fasting and prayer 
and thanksgiving. All men of ibe early 
days expressed faith In Christ with tbe 
exception of Thomas Paine, and Chris- 
tianity lays at tbe foundation of our 
Gov- 


ernment. 


Garfteld, Ihe Christian statesman and 


patriot is not dead. Such men as Wash- 
ington, and Lincoln and GarfleUt do nol 


die. 
Tbe body of Garfleld may be de- 


caying, but bis soul has nol passed away. 
He lives, and will continue ;io encourage 
struggling young men. Young men, go 
home with the thought in your hearts lo 
emulate James A. Garfield. lie became 
great in spile of obstacles, lu concluding 
his feeling oration, the Doctor addressed 
himself specially to the young men within 
bearing and urged upon ihem the import- 
ance of preparing at once for the life 
before tbetn, that they may become use- 
ful in Ibe world. It was a fining perora- 
tion to tlie memorial oration, and Hi times 
was touching in tbe extreme.
